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(a) a first leg adapted to abut the support upper surface, said first leg having 
first and second ends; 

(b) a second leg having first and second ends, said first end of said second leg 
being connected to said second end of said first leg so that said first leg is oriented at an angle 
with respect to the said first second le g, said first and second legs Iving in a plane ; and 

(c) a hook connected to said second end of said extending l e g second leg, said 
hook being adapted to be releasably attached to the object and, when said first leg is disposed on 
said support upper surface, said hook Ues beneath said first leg and said first e nd lower surface, 
so that the weight of the object exerts a force dispensing [on said first end ofl said first leg 
toward said support upp er surface and dispensing said second leg extends away firom said lower 
surface to tend to rotate the object about said first end of said first leg so that said second leg and 
said hook are free of said lower surfaceF .I : and 

(d) said hook comprising a third leg and a fourth leg, said fourth leg extending 
substantiallv perpendicular to said plane, whereby the object is releasiblv attachable to the fourth 
leg and when said fourth leg is so attached, the object is oriented to lie substantially 
perpendicular to the edge, 

2. (Currently Amended) The device as claimed in claim 1, wherein there is fiirther 
included a high coefficient material attached to and extending along the length of said first leg, to 
thereby engage a length of said upper surface of the support thereby tending to prevent 
pr e venting the movement of said first leg and said [support] upp er surface with respect to each 
other. 
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3. (Original) The device as claimed in claim 2, wherein said material comprises a 
sleeve that is disposed about said first leg. 

4. (Original) The device as claimed in claim 1, wherein said hook comprises a third 
leg having first and second ends, said first end of said third leg being connected to said second 
end of said second leg, and a fourth leg having first and second ends, said first end of said fourth 
leg being connected to said second end of said third leg. 

5. (Original) The device as claimed in claim 4, wherein said third leg is disposed at 
an angle with respect to said fourth leg to permit the object to be readily disposed with respect to 
said hook. 

6. (Currently Amended) The device as claimed in claim 1, wherein the object may 
take the form of a pocketbook, a handbag, a brief, or a shopping bag or th e lik e. 

7. (Original) The device as claimed in claim 1, wherein the device is made of a 
single, unitary rod, which is appropriately bent to form said first and second legs. 

REMARKS
